Precepts. All we can do, therefore, is to examine the 


Reputation of the Author, which if we find clear, and | 
unprejudiced by his hatred to the one Party he writes 


of, or love to the other, I ſee no reaſon but that we 


ſhould give credit to his Evidence: For if we are to 
depend on nothing but what paſſes before our Eyes, 


we ſhall be in great danger of a univerſal Uncerrainty;

of PETER Lewis FARNESE, as occaſion'd by that Emperor 


becauſe he was ſuſpected to take part with France againſt 
him: But, in my Travels to Italy, J happen d to meet with 
a Manuſcript, written by a Perſon of Quality and Spirit, 
immediately after the death of that Prince, and is now in 


a very fine Library at Placentia. I believe my Memory will 


ſerve me to repeat as much of the Contents, as will prove

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THE Family of the Farnesr, though it was very 
. antient and; illuſtrious, owed its Hievation to Pavr the 
Third of that Name, who bore the Papal Dignity. He 
gave to Prince LEWIS Farnese the Dutchies of Caſtro 
and Camerania, he being before poſſeſs d of Parma and 
Placentia. He was the moſt luxurious and amorous 
Man of his Time; and in the exceſs of his Deſires, when 
he could no other way accompliſn them, had recourſe 
to Violence, even tho it were on the Wives and Daugh- 


ters of Men of the greateſt Quality.

MET HINES, (replied URANTA) the difference is 
eaſily diſtinguiſſid: When a Woman is influenced by a 
true Paſſion, ſhe not only never demands any thing, but 
alſo fears to receive, leit the-ſhould be ſuſpected of a mer- 
cenary View. A Prince may think himſelf belov'd when 

his Miſtreſs deſires no other favour from him than a re- 
turn to her Affection, when ſhe troubles him not with 

Petitions either for herſelf or Friends; nor ſeems taken 
up with any other Care but that of pleaſing him; and 
accepts the Preſents he makes her, only thro' fear that a 
refuſal may offend him: Such a Behaviour, I ſay, 

proves that ſhe loves him for his own fake, and leaves no 
room to doubt, but that if he were of a leſs elevated Sta- 
tion, her Affection would be the ſame. | 

IF Men were capable of making thoſe Reflections 
when they were in love (aid Oxornants) they would ne- 
ver have a Miſtreſs during their whole Life; for I be- 
lieve there are but few Women of this Character to be 

found. However, (anſwer d FELicia) I am ſo far of U-

Tis true, (added THELAMONT ;Y | 
however the difference of their Deſtinies, tho equally _ 
criminal, is a thing which has often given me many ſe- 
rious Reflections; and methinks ſerves to prove, that 
Providence, which can do nothing but what is juſt, has 
its ſecret Reaſons for Eyents which are unfathomable by 
Human Eyes. Of theſe two Queens, the one died a vio- 
lent Death, and by an exemplary Puniſhment, and the o- 
ther with all Tranquillity expired in her Bed. 
IO have named two Women (/aid CamirLa) that 
I never think on but with horror; nor am I able to con- 
ceive how in a female Mind, Rage, Hate, and Envy all at 
once, could be carried to a height ſo exceſſive. Thoſe 
Paſſions. (anſwer d FLoRIN DA) are ſo near a-kin to each 
other; that they may be eaſily blended in the ſame Breaſt; - 31 
and whenall together, cannot fail of exciting the Perſon . - ⁵⁶ 
they agitate to the moſt violent Extravagancies. 1 | 
-- YOU muſt pardon me, lovely FLORIN DA, (ſaid Tar- 
LAMONT) if I am. not of your mind, and cannot help tel- 
ling you, that you are greatly miſtaken when you confound - 
Rage and Envy with Hate. Rage is an accidental Move- 
ment of the Soul, which ariſes from the Injuries or In- 
ſults one receiveg5 is fierce and ſtormy for a time, but on 
the leaſt Submiffion or Reparation, is reduc d to a Calm. 
Hate is of a different nature; and of that Paſſion there 
are many ſorts; the Natural, the Brutal, the Melancholy, 
and the Human: but that which is generally called Hate, 
is a Horror and Averſion in the Creature for every thing 
contrary to its own Being, or prejudicial to its Content- 
ment: For example, the Sheep hates the Wolf; the Pi- 
n, the Falcon; as being Enemies by Inſtinct, and Per- 
ſecutors of the Life of the other. The natural Hate 
is an Antipathy which is born with us for certain things 
which we cannot ſee, ſmell, or touch without Horror, 
and to which not all our Reaſon has the power to recon- 
eile us. The brutal Hate is the effect of a ſavage and 
barbarous Diſpoſition-; the Perſon poſſeſs d of it, is not 
content with having kilbd his Enemy, he muſt drag, tear, 
and deform his Body after he is dead. Such was 5 Hate 
of TuouxkRls, Queen of the Maſſagetes; having cut off 
the Head of the Grand Cyrus, the plung d it in a * | 
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Fall of Blood, ſaying at the fame time theſe words, Sa. 
5 thyſelf with Blood, thow moſt Blood-thirſly. . That 
which is called melancholy Hate, proceeds only from an 

abundance of bitter Choler, which fuming into the Head 
oſſenſive Vapours, torments thoſe poſſeſs d of it. Theſe 
- ſort of People feel a kind of Horror at every thing which 
bears the name of Pleaſure. — They fly Society; the 
Tons is painful to them y-——— they delight only in 
deſart Wilds, and dark Receſſes, ever wiſhing to be 
what they are not, and deteſting what: they are. The 
human Hate is that which is rooted: in the Heart, and 
is a Malady of the Soul no otherwiſe than as it is uni- 
ted to the Body; and may be ſurmounted by Reaſon 
and Virtue: it takes its Riſe from Injuries being done, 
as either in our Eſtates, our Reputations, our Perſons, 
or in that of our Friends; this frequently excites us to 
Revenge, and may juſtly be called Inveterate; when 
once indulg'd, it becomes incurable; Time but aug- 
ments it, and Advice but irritates and provokes it. 

I Tis therefore the Poets tell us, that when AnTiGoxe 

'  _ having condemn'd the two Brothers, ETeocLes and Po- 

; LYNICES, to be burn'd; and ordering them to be fix'd 
on Stakes ſo near each other, that they, ſame Fire kin- 
died both at once, he beheld the Flames divide, and, as it 
were, warring with each other, even when the Bodies 
were conſum d, and made him cry out, Alas! their 
Hate lives after their Death; it will not ſuffer their very 

- , Aſhes to mingle. : CENT pat? 
Ho different, then, (continued TrELAmonT): are 
the Emotions which proceed from Rage, from thoſe 

occaſion d by Hate! Rage is a vehement, but ſhorr- 
liv'd Paſſion, and often relapſes into Grief for the Ef- 
tes it has produc'd. Hate, on the contrary, renders 
the Soul void of Pity, and coolly ſeeks the deſtruction 
of irs Object. Then, as to Envy, there is certainly 
no Vice ſo. odious, fo truly deteſtable, nor is ſo much: 
the demonſtrative of a baſe and vile Nature; it cannot 
bear to ſee another happy, or beloved; it delights only 
in Misfortunes; is the implacable Enemy of Virtue; 
has no other buſineſs than to calumniate and detract; 
* ſeeks the deſtruction of all People uninjured and un- 
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prov anll aims at univerſal Ruin. Rage is turbu- 
lent, naiſy, and outrageous. Hate 9 dif- 
cover'd; but the Efforts of Envy are the moſt dange- 
rous, and leaſt of any to be warded off. Raye may be 
excuſed when urg'd by Wrongs too great for Human 
Patience to ſuſtain; and Hate ſometimes is juſtifiable, 
as in the caſe of the Enemies of God and our Religion; 
the Diſturbers of our Country's Peace, the Murderer, 
the Night- , the Necromancer, with ſuch we 
ought never to hold commerce, to receive no Obli- 
gations from, nor on no account to love any farther than 
_ Chriſtian Charity obliges. But Envy has none of theſe 
MNotives to alledge in Vindication: beſides, it drawys 
a train of ether miſchievous Vices after it, or rather, 
it is a complication of them all; Infidelity and Diſſimu- 
lation are inſeparable from it, becauſe thoſe poſſeſsd of 
it ſpare not thoſe neareſt to them by Blood or Affinity, 
nor by whom they have moſt been truſted; and never 
_ diſcover, unleſs ſome Accident betrays ir, the lurking 
Venom, being themſelves aſnamed of a Paſſion, whoſe 
only aim is to promote Ruin: There are ſome ſorts 
of- Hate which neither deftroy the Generoſity, nor 
Magnanimity of the Mind; but Envy chaces thence eve- 
Ty Idea that bears the Name of Virtue. It is of that 
malignant quality, that it not only renders the Soul 
which harbours it incapable of good Actions, but alſo 
is frequently the Cauſe of black'ning the Mind, as well 
as Reputation of the Object; and this is an Aſſerticn 1 
believe I can eaſily make out in three words. En 
gives birth to Calumny : and as nothing ſo much ex- 
cites our Rage, as to find ourſelves traduced, the great, 
or brave Actions we have done, repreſented in a quite 
different light from what they ought, to the eter-. 
nal ruin, perhaps of our Intereſt and Fame; ſo if 
we long retain the Image of ſuch an Injury in our 1 
Minds, Rage by 2 grows up to Hate; and thghe ü 
moſt noble, and beſt Nature in the World, b this _ i 
means, is corrupted and made guilry of a Paſſion which A 
otherwiſe it never would have been acquainted with. In 
fine, it is ſo wicked, ſo pernicious an Emotion of the

I am too ſenſible | arent wr of the fame Senti-

_ expreſs, at the thoughts how liable every one is to be 
injur d by that dreadful and worſt Fury, which is fuf- 
fer d to haunt the Minds of degenerate Humanity.

Lewis the Ele- 
venth comprehending what he meant, puſh'd him 
gently. back, as he was approaching Mararin, with 
theſe words; Murſbip it, Bai qugsEc, but touch it: not. 
All that were preſent, fell into a laughter at this Re- 
partee ; and Max AEN, in the utmoſt confuſion, went 
out of the Preſence that moment. It was indeed a. 
pleaſant manner of upbraiding an ill Action without 
Severity, (ſaid Urania ;) in faying to BRIQUERBEC, 
Worſhip it, but touch it not, he reminded Maraymn of 
the Reverence he ought to pay to things ſacred, and 
of the Prophanation he had been guilty of.

He accompanied theſe 
words with a Sweetneſs, which ſubjected the ver 
Souls of thoſe who heard them; and he had the Sarif- 
faction to obſerve in all the Faces of this illuſtrious 
Company, Tokens of a Joy and duteous Affection, which 
could not flow from a ſuperficial Homage, and forced 
Reſpect. The pleaſure it gave him to behold what he 
ſo much wriffd, was ſo infinite, that he proteſted to 
the Duke de Sully, that he knew not if ever in his Life 
he had known more. This is, indeed, ( /aid Tur- 
LAMONT) the moſt certain way a Prince can take to be- 
come as much maſter of his Subjects Hearts, as he is 
of their Perſons.

Spirit too great to ſupport 
theſe Misfortunes, had died of Gref: But that ker 
Husband, in hope of "re-eſtabliſhing his Affairs, had re- 
ſolved to embark for S mina, Where he had ſome 
Friends, who had promiſed him their aſſiſtance. Gagan 
was troubled at the death of Madam ' Masovier; but 
the hope that it would be to him his dear IxENE ſhould 
owe the raiſing of her Family, conſoled him. He deſi- 
red the Merchant to inform him, if MasoDitr had 
yet left Marſeilles, and if Txexe was intended to accom- 
any him to Smyrna.

DURING the Time of the Voyage he writ at 

Account of all that had befallen him in Conſtantinople, 
the Conqueſts he had gain'd for the Sulran, the Dau- 
gers to which he had expoſed himſelf, concealing on) 

the Deccit in which the Derviſes had joined with him; 
and pretending that it was no other Motive than Love 

of his Country, which had induced him to return to 
it.

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After this he proſecuted his Voyage, but as he came 


near the Coaſt of Sicily, he diſcover d a Veſſel of thirty

I gave him 
my Vow, and receiy'd one from him, in the Chapel of 
the Caſtle, in the Preſence of Axtiise's Chaplain, whom 
we engaged, by a conſiderable Preſent, to keep the 
Secret. This Action reſtored him to the tranquillity 
I wiſh'd, and tho' he expreſs d an infinite Concern at 
being ſeparated from me, the Rites by which we were 
united, and the Aſſurance that I could not now give 


my ſelf to another, diſſipated all his Chagrin. We: 


parted with the moſt tender Proteſtations on both ſides, 
and I came to Paris, deceiv'd by the Deluſions of my 
Undoer, without Fear, 7 without Suſpicion, without i 
Remorſe. I reſolv d, however, to conceal every Par- 
ticular of this Adventure till the arrival of LisAx uE.

The 
Chaplain died in ſix Months after left Poitou, and even 
CAMILLA herſelf knows no more, than that there Was 
a young Gentleman for whom I had ſome little Eſteem, 
but is far from imagining the Conſequences of it. 
AFT E RI had the Happineſs of your Acquaintance, 
and that of this agreeable Society, my Melancholy be-

The 
great Prince of Conde, whoſe Name will never die, in 
an Age when others are but learning the Exerciſe of 
Arms, gained for his King the famous Battle of Locroy, 
and that of Len, againſt the Spaniards. Nor 
were leſs Wonders done by Edward the Black Prince 
of England. The high Sentiments theſe Heroes 
derived from their Birth, made them burn with an 
Impatience not only to prove themſelves worthy of 
their Rank, but alſo to exceed all that had gone before 
them of their own Dignity. _.' e 
BUT having made mention of the Courage which 
I think is almoſt inherent to a Noble Birth, I am in- 
ſenſibly led to take notice, that while a Prince's Spirit, 
or Ambition, tempts him to acquire Glory in the Field, 
Cuſtom has made him too much a Recluſe at home: 
he is ſhut up from his People; he hears nothing bur 
from the mouths ot a few People, whom Intereſt too 
often renders partial. Happy would it be for a Nation, 
if the Monarch would himſelf officiate the Place of 
Miniſter ; oblige himſelf to fee all, know all, work without
